In Luis Graner, a Spanish painter of 
landscapes, figures and portraits, who 
arrived from his native city of Larce- 
lona last week—America welcomes an 
artist of unusual position and ability.

He is also a colorist and some night 
scenes in Barcelona harbor, and some 
Catalanian coast scenes and marines 
are beautiful and glowing in color. 
His brushwork is broad and virile and 
his work is sure to command serious 
attention from press and public. 


NEWARK’S ART MUSEUM. 


Mr. Israel D. White, the well-known 
art collector and critic, of Newark, N.

OBITUARY. 


Worthington Whittredge 


Worthington 
Friday, Feb, 25, 
home, Summit, N. 


Whittredge died on 
of apoplexy at his 
J., in his ninety-first 
year. He was born in Ohio in 1820, 
and studied landscape and _ portrait 
painting in Cincinnati after leaving 
school. Later he went abroad and con- 
tinued his art studies in London, Paris, 
Antwerp, Dusseldorf, and Rome until 
1859. He was at one time a pupil of 
Andrews Achenback. On his return to 
America he accompanied Gen. Pope 
through the West on a tour of inspec- 
tion, where he painted many of his 
Rocky Mountain views. 

Later Mr. Whittredge came East 
and opened a studio in Tenth Street 
in this city and became an associate 
of the Academy. He was made an 
Academician in 1862 and was president 
of the Academy 1875-6, and a member 
of the Hanging Committee of the Ex- 
position at Chicago. He was an honor- 
ary member of the Century and Lotos 
Clubs. He married Miss Euphenia 
Foote, daughter of Judge Foote of 
Geneva, N. Y., who survives him with 
three daughters, the Misses Effie and 


Alice Whittredge and Mrs. Emory 
Katzenbach. 
Emile Kegel. 

Emile Kegel, for many years 
manager of the art house of L. 
Crist Delmonico in this city, died 
recently in Paris. Mr. Kegel, who 


was about forty-seven, was a nephew 


of Mr. Kohn, who preceded him 
as manager of the Crist Delmonico 
house. After the retirement of Mr. 
Delmonico from business some five 
years ago, he removed to Paris 
and established an art gallery at 


No. 3 Rue Washington, in that city, 
where he was moderately successful. 
He had been in poor health and his 
death was not unexpected. Mr. Kegel 
came into prominence some five years 
ago in connection with a picture of 
Gérome’s, depicting a Louis XVI féte 
at Versailles, offered at the Del- 
monico sale here. It transpired that 
the full moon which the painter had 
originally put in the sky had been later 
painted out, and the incident pro- 
voked some amusing press comment. 
It was generally understood that Mr. 
Kegel had ordered the moon obliter- 
ated after he came into possession of 
the canvas, with the idea that such 
obliteration was an improvement.

Philip Carl Sus, for some time and 
until two years ago clerk of the 
National Academy, died in this city on 
Saturday last.
